Luck of the Irish as art goes on show 


IRISH eyes are smiling in Sandwell 
after a Celtic art group was selected to 
have its own exhibition in Birming¬ 
ham. 

Sandwell Irish Community Associa¬ 
tion has its own art class, run by 
Richard Flatley, who applied to Birm¬ 
ingham Centre for Voluntary Action to 
have the group’s work put on show. 

His application was on the basis 
that the group, based on Langley High 
Street, Oldbury, is unique in the West 
Midlands and he also believes there is 
no other Celtic art class in England. 

The exhibition, consisting of oil on 
canvas work, will run until September 
5 and Mr Flatley said he was really 


pleased with how the whole process 
had gone. 

“The students are very proud of 
their work and I’m very proud of what 
they’ve achieved,” he added. 

None of the group’s members had 
previous oil on canvas experience. 

Sessions include looking at Celtic 
symbols, letter and mythology and 
users work at their own pace. 

The class was set up 18 months ago 
when Mr Flatley painted a mosaic for 
the association and thought up the 
idea of running a class, which now has 
10 members. 

“We’ve got a wide range of service 
users, from retired people, to people 


from a West Indian background, to 
people with learning difficulties, “ he 
said. “Oil on canvas is good fun to do 
and they’ve embraced it.” 

One member, Stephen Green, even 
had an Aston Villa logo he had devised 
with a Celtic twist featured in a Villa 
matchday programme. 

Mr Flatley added that he was 
always on the lookout for new 
members.

Firm to

CRIMEWAVE 


DOZENS of jobs are being 
created in Wednesbury as a 
technology giant expands in 
the region. 

Telecommunications firm 
Fujitsu has confirmed it will 
be moving in, bringing 
dozens of jobs into the town 
at a new depot after a plan 
to roll out faster broadband. 

Fujitsu has taken on a 
unit at Britannia Park, off 
Hallens Drive, owned by 
contractors for Virgin 
Media, and has shipped 
workers from branches 
across the country into the 
Black Country. 

The move comes as part of 
Fujitsu’s plans to work with 
Virgin Media, TalkTalk and 
Cisco to roll out superfast 
broadband to more than five 
million homes across rural 
England. 

Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan, for Wednesbury North 
ward, said: “It’s great to 
have big name firms moving 
in the area and even if the 
jobs are not new there will 
still be benefits.”

A ONE-MAN crimewave targeted 
dozens of homes throughout the Mid¬ 
lands over six years. Now the prolific 
burglar has been jailed for eight years. 

Andrew Jones, from West Bromwich, crept 
into houses in the region at night while home- 
owners slept. - 


He also admitted to an 
attack in which he 
slashed a man with a 
craft knife hours after he 
had been freed from jail 
for burglary. 

Jones, who has a string of 
previous convictions, owned 
up to almost 40 burglaries 
in which he stole posses¬ 
sions worth more than 
£65,000. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last week that 
the 30-year-old, of Byron 
Street, had pleaded guilty to 
four house burglaries and 
two thefts, but asked for a 
further 32 offences to be 
considered. 

He admitted being 
responsible for a crimewave 
between June 2004 and 
July last year and also 
admitted wounding with 
intent. 

Mrs Kanwal Juss, prose¬ 
cuting, said during one raid 
at a house in Middle 
Meadow, West Bromwich, 
Jones emptied a child’s 
school bag looking for goods. 

In another, at Okehamp- 
ton Drive, West Bromwich, 
he stole a laptop that con¬ 
tained precious family pho¬ 
tographs. Other items

stolen from homes included 
cars and flat-screen TVs. 

The total value of goods 
stolen in Jones’ burglaries 
and thefts was £65,048. 

The court heard that drug 
addict Jones stabbed a man 
he had a grudge against 11 
times to the neck, chest and 
back hours after being freed 
from jail last September. 

Recorder Andrew Smith 
jailed Jones for a total of 
eight years, including six- 
and-a-half for the wounding 
offence. 

He told Jones: “There was 
no justification for the fren¬ 
zied, sustained and violent 
attack.” 


Parking ban 
proposal for 
Albion games 

BAGGIES fans are set to be banned 
from parking near The Hawthorns 
under a new clampdown that will see 
double yellow lines painted on roads 
near the club. 

For years fans have plagued residents by 
parking in their spaces and blocking drives. 

Now plans costing £20,000 have been 
drawn up for double yellow lines and signs 
in two zones near to West Bromwich 
Albion’s ground. 

They will be around the Albion estate and 
a cluster of roads in Smethwick including 
Kimberley Road and Beacon Close. 

The proposals have been submitted to the 
council for consideration and bosses are 
hoping Albion will match-fund the scheme 
to the tune of £10,000. 

St Paul’s ward councillor Paramjit Rand- 
hawa said the signs will inform supporters 
they cannot park in front of homes. 

Protected 

“There have been problems for years with 
access because of match day parking. I 
remember one woman had to have her baby 
at home because the ambulance could not 
get down the road.” 

The council is trialling cut-price parking 
in Lewisham Park on match days. 

Some residents are protected after a 
scheme was introduced whereby homeown¬ 
ers were given parking passes while their 
roads are shut on match days. 

Mother-of-four Jennifer Hasphall- 
Murray, of Albion Road, said: “I have a 
parking pass and I think any extra money 
spent on lines and signs would be a waste.” 

But supermarket supervisor Malkit 
Singh, of Kimberley Road, said: “It would 
be better for us if these football fans 
stopped parking here.” 

Tories angry 
over civic 
Jaguars talk 

CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Council 
has come under fire as it was revealed 
chiefs are looking to replace Jaguars used 
by the borough mayor and deputy mayor for 
civic duties. 

The authority has a fleet of cars which 
cost around half a million pounds to buy, 
the most expensive of which is a Jaguar 
LWB XJ Series, used by the mayor for 
public duties, which cost £44,877. Another 
Jaguar XJ Series, also used for civic duties, 
cost £32,539. 

Now chiefs have said they are testing 
replacements as leases on the two cars are 
up. 

Councillor Ray Nock, leader of the 
borough’s Tory opposition group, said: “I’m 
totally amazed the council continue to talk 
about Government cuts while considering 
spending a fortune on new civic cars. 

“We have to be careful with every penny. 
I hardly think new cars are a priority.” 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said no purchases had been 
settled but greater savings could be made 
on fuel costs with replacements.

A TOOL hire business in 
West Bromwich could be turned 
into a new metal recycling facil¬ 
ity under new plans lodged with 
Sandwell Council. 

Albion Hire Services Limited 
has applied for change of use. 

The change would affect land 
at 177 Greets Green Road in 
West Bromwich. 

A design and access statement 
submitted with the plans states 
that the site already has permis¬ 
sion for distribution and storage 


use and is currently occupied by 
Albion Hire Services Limited. It 
is located near to Ryders Green 
Road Methodist Church and 
Ryders Green Day Centre and 
near to the Devaney’s Transport 
Limited building. 

The documents states Albion 
Hire Service is a business 
which hires tool and equipment 
and specialises in the scaffold¬ 
ing industry. 

The report says: “Albion Hire 
Services Limited has been oper¬ 


ating from the site for a number 
of years with the site being used 
for storage and distribution. 

“However, the existing 
accommodation has, in general 
terms, reached its point of obso¬ 
lescence in terms of functional¬ 
ity and sustainability. A tenant 
has come forward expressing a 
view to occupying the site in its 
current guise and layout.” 

The application will be con¬ 
sidered by borough planners at 
a later date.

Albion kit man Dave 
tells of cancer battle 

West Bromwich Albion kitman Dave Matthews has opened up 
about his battle with cancer — and revealed he has set himself 
a target of returning to work before Christmas. 

The long-standing club servant was diagnosed with non-Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma shortly after the home game against Everton in May. 

But the Halesowen father-of-two insisted that his mood had 
remained upbeat. “It will depend on the outcome of my treatment but 
my plan is to get back to work,” he said. 

“I need something to aim 
at, something to help me get 
through this. 

“To be back at work before 
Christmas, that is my goal.” 

Mr Matthews, aged 65, 
went to Albion’s doctor after 
a spotting a lump on his 
neck. After being diagnosed 
he said he remained calm. 

“My wife and daughters 
were worried but, to me, 
cancer is just a word,” he 
said. 

“I know I can overcome 
it.” 

Shaved 

Mr Matthews has already 
had three sessions of 
chemotherapy. 

He has been off work 
since May and had to cancel 
a two-week holiday to 
Croatia, which was due to 
take place in June.” 

He said: “My hair has all 
fallen out but that doesn’t 
bother me because some 
people pay to have their 
heads shaved. 

“My voice has gone husky. 

They think it could be due to 
the treatment. 

“I have been told I can’t 
go into crowded areas 
because I’m vulnerable to 
infections. 

“But the side-effects so far 
have been minim al.”

Police crackdown on nuisance bikes 


THREE new units which may be a 
restaurant, coffee shop or stores could 
be opened at Great Bridge Retail Park, 
after owners were granted more time 
for development. 

Site owners St James Place have won 
permission to extend planning permis¬ 
sion for the scheme, which was first 
granted in 2008 from Sandwell Council. 

The company wants to erect the 
units within two single-storey build¬ 


ings on the car park of the site off 
Brickhouse Lane South. Great Bridge 
Traders Association are worried that if 
given the go-ahead the proposal will 
jeopardise the viability of many small 
shops in the centre. 

The development will result in the 
loss of 31 spaces from the car park but 
it is proposed to provide 30 replacement 
spaces in the service yard which would 
be used by employees of the units. 


Off-road bikers have been reminded 
their vehicles could be crushed as part 
of a police crackdown which has 
already seen three bikes destroyed as 
riders are targeted in the Pheasey and 
Great Barr areas. 

Officers are looking at mini motor¬ 
bike users, who plague the streets. 
West Midlands Police said they were 
taking a zero-tolerance approach to 
the problem. Officers are taking action 


after residents raised their concerns, 
highlighting Doe Bank Lane and 
Netherhall Park as particular trouble 
spots. 

As part of the crackdown, anyone 
found to the be riding an off-road bike 
on public land without insurance will 
have their machine seized and possi¬ 
bly crushed. 

So far, seven bikes have been seized 
by officers and three destroyed. Ser¬ 


geant Andy Middleton, from the 
Streetly and Pheasey neighbourhood 
policing team, said: “We are continu¬ 
ing to tackle the illegal use of off-road 
bikes in the area. 

“Not only do they cause noise, nui¬ 
sance and damage to the land, but 
they are often ridden in a dangerous 
way.”

Dancer had 
glass thrown 
in her face 

A WOMAN had a glass thrown in her 
face as she danced at a Wednesbury 
pub, a court was told. 

Dionne Watson struck after first 
hurling the contents of her drink over 
Hayley Timmins at the Pig and 
Trumpet, Market Place, on December 
3 the court was told. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court: 
“Miss Timmins and her boyfriend were 
dancing when she had the drink 
thrown over her by a passing female. 

“Then the attacker threw the glass 
into her face from about two feet away. 
The next thing she remembers is being 
on the ground with this woman on top 
of her.” 

Pub staff pulled off Watson and 
ejected her. The victim suffered cuts 
and bruises and was taken home in a 
taxi not knowing who was responsible. 

But she later reported the attack to 
police after recognising Watson in a 
photograph on Facebook. That led to 
the arrest of 20-year-old Watson from 
Slackey Lane, Goscote, Walsall, who 
admitted being at the pub. 

Mr Christopher Loach, defending, 
said: “She had been drinking very 
heavily which is not an unusual situa¬ 
tion for her.” 

Watson was given a six month jail 
term suspended under supervision for 
12 months on the condition that she 
has treatment for alcohol abuse and 
pays the victim £250 compensation. 


Benefits fiddler 
must pay £140 

A FATHER-OF-TWO who claimed 
more than £4,000 in benefits while 
living in Tenerife has been fined £100. 

Rickie Sambrook, aged 38, moved 
there to “avoid detection” for other 
charges he faced, Dudley Magistrates 
Court heard. 

He left his wife and children at home 
in Halesowen Road, Cradley Heath, 
and lived alone abroad for 11 months 
from October 2008. 

Miss Claire Beddoe, prosecuting ofor 
the Department for Work and Pen¬ 
sions, said Sambrook began claiming 
support legitimately in 2005. But 
leaving the country meant he was not 
entitled to it. He was overpaid £4,017. 

Sambrook pleaded guilty to failing to 
notify the DWP of a change in circum¬ 
stances and was fined £100 with £25 
costs and a £15 surcharge.

School expands to cope with baby boom 


ANOTHER school in Sandwell is 
expanding to help it deal with the 
borough’s baby boom. 

Brades Lodge School, a special 
school in Tividale, will build three new 
classrooms and install new changing 
rooms as part of the development 
when it is rubber stamped by council 
chiefs. 

The school, which caters for 25 
pupils with emotional and behav¬ 
ioural difficulties, moved into the 


former Tividale Community Recre¬ 
ation Centre in Lower City Road last 
year. 

Earlier this year it emerged hun¬ 
dreds of new classroom places were 
needed across Sandwell, with more 
than 400 extra spaces needed by 2013 
after the borough’s birth rate surged 
by 30 per cent. 

In the application, the council’s 
urban design manager Tim Pritchard 
said the development at Brades Lodge 


would complement existing buildings. 

He said: “The proposed extension 
has been designed to be in keeping and 
the roof tiling, brickwork and tiles will 
all match the existing site. 

“The extension will predominantly 
be accessed via the existing building 
and the exit doors will have a level 
threshold. The changing room block 
will be accessed via a ramp entrance.” 

It is not clear by how many the extra 
classrooms will increase capacity.

I’m sure that 
the Sandwell sites will 
become Enterprise Zones in 
their own right at some 
point, but we don’t have 
time to wait for the Govern¬ 
ment, so we’re going to have 
to get on with the job.”

Drunk woman drowned cats 


A DRUNK woman who drowned 
four of her friend’s cats in a bath 
escaped an immediate jail term by “the 
skin of her teeth”, magistrates said.

Sandwell magistrates were also told 
on Monday her to pay £483 costs. 

Browning, of Mason Street, West 
Bromwich, had pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing to causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to a protected animal. 

Passing sentence, bench chairman 
Mr David Payne said: “You have 
escaped custody by the skin of your 
teeth.” 

The court heard Browning held each 


animal under the water in turn. The 
cats were killed at some point between 
January 1 and February 17 this year. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting for the 
RSPCA, told the court, alcohol and 
drugs were ruled out as mitigation for 
the killings. 

He said: “As an act of cruelty it is dif¬ 
ficult to imagine one more sustained 
and calculated.” 

Mrs Helen Pinning, defending, said 
Browning was “extremely remorse¬ 
ful”.

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Enterprise zone decision blow for borough 


A BOOST for the West Midlands economy was 
unveiled last week as two new enterprise zones were 
announced, aiming to create 4,000 jobs by 2015—but 
there was disappointment in Sandwell as the 
borough missed out. 

The former IMI James Bridge copper site at Darlaston 
and i54 site on the border of Staffordshire and Wolver¬ 
hampton were revealed as official zones. 

But bids for West Bromwich and Dudley to become part 
of the Government-backed business revival scheme were 
overlooked. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper put a brave face 


on, but did admit businesses might look away from the 
borough “in the short-term”. 

He said: “With or without an enterprise zone, Sandwell 
has got a lot to offer and there are many types of support 
we offer to small businesses in the borough. 

Attracting 

“We have a good record in attracting big businesses, as 
proven by the new BT regional control centre which opened 
recently.” 

Tony Andrews, a business advisor from Sandwell 
Women’s Enterprise Development Agency said: “It’s yet 
another occasion where we have missed out on something. 


It’s like the Building Schools for the Future funding. We 
suffered from that and now we’re suffering again. The Gov¬ 
ernment wants technology-based businesses and I would 
have said there is good scope for that in West Bromwich.” 

Enterprise Zone status offers companies a five-year dis¬ 
count on business rates, as well as tax breaks, simplified 
planning rules and superfast broadband. 

Unveiling the zones, the Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership said the jobs will be created in advanced man¬ 
ufacturing and environmental technologies including 
aerospace and engineering. The two sites are 200 acres of 
land adjacent to i54 in Wolverhampton and 100 acres of 
land either side of the M6 in Darlaston.

The action at Rowley 
Learning Campus is being 
taken after residents and 
parents raised concerns 
about safety around the 
school at the start and end of 
the school day. 

It is hoped by having dif¬ 
ferent starting and finishing 
times at the Rowley Regis- 
based school, pupils will be 
able to leave the campus in a 
steady stream rather than in 
a single large group. 

Welcoming the idea, 
Sandwell’s schools boss Bob 
Badham said: “It’s a massive 
campus, there are three 
schools on the site, so it 
needs to be considered care¬ 
fully. 

Welcomed 

“Anything that’s imagina¬ 
tive to improve the situation 
is always welcomed.” 

The staggered starting 
and finishing times are 
expected to come into force 
this September but so far it 
is unclear exactly what the 
times will be. 

They are just one of a raft 
of measures being discussed 
in an effort to improve safety 
on the roads around the 
school. 

Earlier this month 
Sandwell Council gave the 
go-ahead for plans to com¬ 
pletely redesign the area 
around the campus. 


Nine officers were 
hurt by rioting yobs 


A SPECIAL constable who 
suffered a gash to his head 
requiring surgery when hit 
by a thrown object was 
among nine police officers 
injured during riots and 
looting in West Bromwich. 

The officer was left with concus¬ 
sion. 

Eight other officers suffered cuts 
and bruises trying to control the 
masked yobs in West Bromwich town 
centre earlier this month. 

Sandwell’s new chief superinten¬ 
dent revealed the injuries at a 
meeting at West Bromwich’s YMCA 
where he defended the police 
response to riots in the town. 

“Police responded to what disorder 
was taking place as quickly as they 
could,” said Chief Superintendent 
Mark Robinson. “The public percep¬ 
tion is that the police response was 
all a bit slow but the reality is that, 
without any sort of notice, the police 
did what they could. 

“I would rather police officers 
stand back, monitor a situation, and 
report it back to one of our inspectors 
than take on a larger group and risk 


getting injured. I think we did the 
best we could with the time we had to 
plan for it.” 

Hundreds of masked youths ram¬ 
paged through High Street in West 
Bromwich, hurling bricks and 
smashing up shops and setting fire to 
vehicles. 

Among the businesses targeted 
were Quicksilver Gaming Centre 
and the William Hill bookmakers. 

Youths 

Around 200 youths tore bricks out 
of walls near to the Desi Junction 
pub at the top end of the High Street 
while bins were hurled into the 
middle of the road. 

Mr Robinson, who visited the 
YMCA in High Street to talk to local 
people about their concerns following 
the riots, said officers had taken 
various steps to stop trouble occur¬ 
ring again. 

He said police had increased 
patrols in West Bromwich and Cape 
Hill, spoken to faith groups in the 
area and set up a new group which 
will meet on a regular basis to 
discuss tensions in the community. 

He added that all the injured offi¬ 
cers had now returned to work. 


No automatic evictions as council 
leader criticises ‘knee jerk’ policy 


AUTOMATIC evictions for 
council tenants convicted of 
looting in Sandwell have been 
ruled out as a “knee jerk policy” 
by borough bosses. 

Wolverhampton Council tenants 
found to be involved in ugly riots will 
be evicted but chiefs in Sandwell 
have said they will need to look at 
any tenant involved on an “individ¬ 
ual basis”. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 


Cooper said: “I am fed up with 
hearing national politicians coming 
up with knee-jerk policies. 

“We need to look at all of the 
options being put forward and look at 
them carefully.” 

Wolverhampton Homes, which 
manages the city council’s 23,000 
homes, said there was “no question” 
it would take a hard line with anyone 
found guilty of offences connected to 
the disturbances. 


Man in court over young mother’s death 


A MAN charged with the murder of a West 
Bromwich teenager whose body was found 
under the floorboards of a house in 
Handsworth has appeared in court. 

Stephen Devesey, aged 20, of Whateley Road, 
Handsworth, had been due to enter a plea during the 
hearing at Birmingham Crown Court last week but 
the case was adjourned for further medical reports. 

Missing 

He is charged with the murder of Nicole Cartmell, 
aged 18, who was found by police searching a house 
in Whateley Road on March 2. She had given birth 


to a baby boy in January but she was reported 
missing on Valentine’s Day. 

Defending, Mr Harry Lally said health experts 
were still preparing reports on whether Devesey 
was medically fit to enter a plea. 

Devesey appeared in court but did not speak. 

Judge Patrick Thomas said the delay was “most 
unsatisfactory”. 

He added: ‘We all want to get on with this case as 
quickly as we can. It does look as if the experts won’t 
be ready for a couple of weeks but I expect to see you 
back here in September.” 

Devesey will appear at Birmingham Crown Court 
on September 2.

A DRUNK driver caught by police was five times the 
legal limit after travelling to a chip shop has avoided an 
immediate jail term.

But when he was 
breathalysed the officer 
described the reading as 
“the highest he had ever 
seen” at a level of 167 micro¬ 
grammes in 100 millilitres 
of breath. 

The legal limit is set at 
35mg. 

Mrs Rachael Smith, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “There was a 
report from the member of 
the public from the Valley 
Road chip shop saying the 
defendant was totally 
drunk. 

“Officers traced the regis¬ 
tration details and went to 
his home. 

Problem 

“When they interviewed 
him he said he went to fetch 
chips for his children and 
had only drunk two-and-a- 
half pints.” 

Mr Charles Mcnamara, 
defending, said: “He had an 
alcohol-related problem and 
there was no immediate 
danger to anyone else.” 

Magistrates gave Eberle 
an 18-week suspended sen¬ 
tence, with supervision for 
12 months, and ordered the 
defendant to complete a 
drink drivers’ programme. 

He was disqualified from 
driving for four years, had 
his licence endorsed and 
was ordered to pay £85 
court costs. 

He pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing.

Disgrace 
claim over 
wait for 
new toilets 

LEISURE bosses have been accused 
of dragging their feet over replacing 
public toilets in Blackheath after 
stalling on development - for seven 
years. 

Sandwell Council signed an agree¬ 
ment with JC Decaux to replace con¬ 
veniences in the borough in 2004. 

Since then, the firm has put in self¬ 
cleaning replacments in Wednesbury, 
West Bromwich, Bearwood and most 
recently in Cradley Heath, in May. 

JC Decaux will receive advertising 
revenue from the conveniences but 
this has come under fire as toilets have 
not yet been replaced on Henderson 
Way in Blackheath. 

Blackheath Councillor Mary Docker 
said: “These toilets were going to be 
replaced by JC Decaux in 2004 and 
nothing’s been done. 

“It’s a disgrace to this council 
because you have never seen such 
filthy public toilets in all your life. 

“I had an elderly resident approach 
me last week in tears because she did 
not want to use the toilets in the state 
they were in. 

Good 

“They’re dragging their feet and it’s 
shocking to think nothing has hap¬ 
pened in all that time.” 

But Councillor Derek Rowley, the 
borough’s neighbourhood services 
chief, said: “JC Decaux has opened four 
town centre public toilets since our 
contract began. 

“They operate and maintain them at 
no expense to the council, with all costs 
coming from advertising revenue. This 
is a good deal for the council. 

“It is up to JC Decaux to identify 
sites they can make enough advertis¬ 
ing revenue from.” 

He did accept the Blackheath toilets 
needed a thorough clean-up. 

Councillor Rowley added: “These 
toilets were in an unacceptable state 
and have now been thoroughly 
cleansed. Repairs will be carried out to 
the toilets as a matter of urgency.” 

Car thief caught

A CAR key burglar who stole a 
luxury car during a raid on a house in 
Wednesbury has been jailed for three 
years. Christopher Ellis broke into the 
property in Franchise Street, in the 
middle of the night while the occupants 
slept on March 18, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard last week.

Injured soldier collects for heroes’ charity 


A FORMER soldier from the Black Country, 
who was shot while fighting in the first Gulf 
War, is collecting for Help for Heroes. 

Sean Squires, from West Bromwich, a former 
Lance Corporal with 1st Battalion the Staffordshire 
Regiment, needed skin grafts after a bullet hit his 
hand and wrist. Prompt first aid restricted blood 
loss and probably saved his life. 

Now the father-of-one is showing his support for 
today’s military personnel by collecting for the 
soldier’s charity. 

Reliving his personal ordeal, Mr Squires said: “I 
was on Basra road in the early 1990s and the Iraqi 
troops were shooting at us. My job was forward 
observation. This involved getting in front of the 
main bulk of our troops and gathering information 
that I could pass back so we knew where they were 
weakest. I was in a Scorpion tank and I put my hand 
up to close the hatch when the bullet went through 
my hand.” 


The bullet, believed to be from an AK47 machine 
gun, went through his knuckle and came out of his 
wrist. Mr Squires said his wound could have been 
fatal if he had lost too much blood but his team were 
able to withdraw quickly and get medical attention. 

“It did not hurt initially,” he recalled. “I think it’s 
because I was so hyped up and my adrenalin was so 
high. Then, when I saw the wound, the pain started 
to kick in.” He had skin grafts and spent two months 
at the British military hospital in Hanover. He said 
his hand still hurt sometimes, particularly during 
cold weather. 

Supermarket 

Mr Squires also served in Northern Ireland and 
in the Falklands during his Army service from 1980 
to 1994. The 46-year-old, from Bache Street in West 
Bromwich, is now a traffic warden. 

He will be collecting for Help for Heroes outside Ex-soldier Sean Squires with a picture

A YOUTH club, which has 
served the teenagers of 
Sandwell for more than 80 
years, is to close.

“It is a such a shame,” said Mr 
Harrington, who was awarded the 
MBE for services to the West 
Bromwich community “Over the 
years the club has helped thou- ^ 
sands of young people stay out of m 
trouble. It gives them something to 
do and a focus. It is not an easy deci¬ 
sion but we feel the council wants to 
take so much space in the building 
it will be too hard for us to carry on.” 

Sadness 

The club has been attracting up 
to 40 children five nights a week 

Disappointed youngsters have 
spoken of their sadness at the 
closure. 

Pennyhill Primary School pupil 
Ben Hyde, aged 10, from Moorlands 
Road in West Bromwich, said: “This 
is a safe area to be and we want to 
stay here. I want to hang out with 
my mates.” 

Another Pennyhill pupil, 12- 
year-old Niko Rozkwinski, from 
Beacon View Road, said: “I am very 
sad because we always have fun 
here. We can play pool, table 
tennis.” 

Phoenix Collegiate pupil Joe 
Marlow, 12, from West Bromwich, 
added: “It’s better than any other 
youth club.” 

Council leisure chief Linda 
Horton said the council needed the 
centre to be developed for the 
benefit of all the community.

Rare chance to take 
a look at rural gem 


ONE of the jewels of rural 
Staffordshire — owned by a Black 
Country council - is throwing its 
doors open to the public for a day. 

Ingestre Hall, which was built in 
1613, is a former home of the Earls of 
Shrewsbury. The mansion, now owned 
by Sandwell Council, is run as a resi¬ 
dential arts centre. 

The Jacobean mansion house is 
having a rare open day on Saturday, 
September 3 from 10am to 5pm to help 
raise funds for neighbouring St Mary’s 
Church. These pictures reveal what 
visitors can expect to see. 

The church dates from 1676 and is 
the only one outside London designed 
by Sir Christopher Wren. 

It was fully restored between 2000 
and 2004 after death watch beetle was 
found in the roof. 

The hall, originally built by Sir 
Walter Chetwynd, was sold to the 
former West Bromwich Council by the 


21st Earl of Shrewsbury in 1960. It is 
built of rose brick with stone dress¬ 
ings, ornamental brick stacks and 
stone mullioned windows. The inte¬ 
rior is mostly Victorian. 

A heritage trail for children accom¬ 
panied by an adult is open to the pub¬ 
lic for the first time at the open day. 

Restored 

It has been created in the 27 acres of 
grounds and house with the aid of a 
£34,000 Heritage Lottery grant and 
includes a camera obscura - an optical 
device that projects an image of its 
surroundings on a screen. 

The village’s new Andante choir will 
give its first public performance and 
the church will also be open and will 
hold a bell ringing demonstration with 
a quarter peal on the recently restored 
bells. This will be shown live on 
screens that are situated on the 
ground floor of the church - a new facil¬ 


ity that makes bell ringing accessible 
for all to view. There will also be a 
history display about the village and 
the hall inside Ingestre Hall which was 
seriously damaged in a fire in 1882. 

The church restoration work was 
supported by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. 

Admission fees are £5 entrance to 
the hall and grounds with children 
accompanied by an adult free. More 
information about the event is avail¬ 
able from parochial church council 
secretary Gill Broadbent on 01889 
270263. 

Hundreds of Black Country young¬ 
sters visit the hall which can cater for 
up to 60 students a week. They partic¬ 
ipate in music, drama, dance and art 
activities. The hall has a fully 
equipped recording studio for young¬ 
sters to make their own music and 
create a CD to take home with them at 
the end of the week.

Gala day bid to save 
community centre 


BOSSES at a Sandwell community 
centre which is threatened, with closure 
have organised a gala open day for this 
Friday in a last-ditch bid to save it for a 
variety of groups. 

The Brook Street Community Centre, 
Tipton, is facing being turfed out of its build¬ 
ing, owned by Sandwell Council. 

The authority is undertaking a review of 
all its properties as it considers selling off 
sites and relocating staff in a bid to save cash. 

Barry Whitehouse, secretary of the com¬ 
mittee which runs the centre, said: “All our 
user groups and many residents of Tipton 
have grave concerns relating to the future of 
the Brook Street Community Centre. 

“This centre, which is the largest of only 
two in Tipton, is a community hub which is 
open 364 days a year. 

“Apart from offering a wide range of activ¬ 
ities for people in the neighbourhood, it is 
home to 20-plus regular groups. 

Offered 

“Our building is owned by Sandwell 
Council and apart from the rent subsidy we 
receive, the centre is independently run and 
self-financed by our small staff and volun¬ 
teers.” 

Bosses at the centre, home to dozens of 
activities including keep-fit classes and tea 
dances, have offered to purchase the freehold 
of the building or take on the rent subsidy 
under a new lease deal. 

However, the council is stalling on a deal, 
insisting no decision will be made until its 
buildings review is complete. 

Mr Whitehouse said he hoped MPs and 
councillors would attend the open day, which 
starts at 11am, to see the strength of feeling 
among users. 

Despite the opposition, the council’s 
economy chief Councillor Ian Jones said: “We 
are having to relocate thousands of staff and 
if the building is needed then it is needed.”

A Black Country-based trade 
association’s innovative approach 
to solving the manufacturing 
sector’s biggest skills problem 
could be rolled out nationwide. 

The Confederation of British Metal¬ 
forming (CBM), based at the National 
Metalforming Centre in West 
Bromwich, has devised a pioneering 
scheme with Walsall Business Part¬ 
nership (EBP), which targets teachers 
through summer-time factory tours 
and off-site meetings - then encour¬ 
ages them to include their new knowl¬ 
edge in school timetables. 

CBM president Barry Yeomans says 
the concept was trialled during 2010, 
with the EBP, and he is delighted by 
the way the just-completed 2011 
scheme operated. 

He said: “We used feedback from 
last year’s trial to fine-tune the way 
the initiative worked, and it really 
couldn’t have been better received by 
the employers or the teachers. 

Aimed 

“We‘re already seeing skill short¬ 
ages as workers with decades of accu¬ 
mulated expertise retire, and those 
problems will intensify unless we per¬ 
suade significant numbers of school- 
leavers that engineering can provide 
them with challenging, stimulating 
and rewarding careers.” 

Previous schemes aimed at per¬ 
suading youngsters to enter industry, 
have typically involved time-consum¬ 
ing school visits by company bosses, 
combined with expensive and glossy 
advertising campaigns. 

However, Mr Yeomans admits those 
nationally-driven initiatives didn’t 
have the desired impact, and believes 
that this programme is more rational 
and more cost-effective. 

“For each teacher who buys into our 
approach, 20, 30 and even 40 young¬ 
sters will soon hear the realistic and 
up-to-date message about life in our 
industry,” he said. 

“Teachers prepare lesson plans 
using the knowledge they've gained 
during the summer, and present them 


to us at our National Metalforming 
Centre in West Bromwich, so we can 
discuss, and help to fine-tune the 
content, before the pupils are 
involved. 

“We believe this approach will also 
bring longer-term benefits, as the 
teachers develop a deeper under¬ 
standing of manufacturing, and are 
able to pass on their knowledge both to 
colleagues, and to successive genera¬ 
tions of pupils.” 

Involve 

This year, seven teachers took part 
in the CBM summer study pro¬ 
gramme, which involved site visits to 
Regent Engineering, Sandvik Engi¬ 
neering, the TTI Group and the 
Hadley Group. 

“We know from the immediate feed¬ 
back that the teachers enjoyed their 
visits; they certainly asked all the 
right questions, and we gave them 
stacks of information to take back, to 
assess as possible content,” said 
Barry. 

“The initiative is in its early stages, 


and we realise the benefits will not be 
seen immediately, but hopefully, once 
we have defined best practice for this 
approach, we can set up similar proj¬ 
ects elsewhere in the Midlands, and in 
time, in all regions where manufactur¬ 
ing industry is based.” 

Barry’s optimism is shared by 
James Dent, the education business 
co-ordinator at Walsall EBR 

“The teachers were very impressed 
by our site visits, and the presenta¬ 
tions were excellent,” he said. 

“The work the teachers will now 
prepare as a result of these visits, and 
their feedback meetings at the CBM, 
will benefit hundreds of children 
across the Midlands, and promote 
engineering as a very positive career 
choice.”

Return to Wales 
brings memories 
for generations 
of ex-students 

AN action-packed reunion at Sandwell 
Council’s outdoor education centre in North 
Wales brought back many happy memories for 
past students.

Debbie Hughes, from Plas Gwynant outdoor education 
centre, said: “It was a very special weekend for past stu¬ 
dents whose visit to the centre many years ago had left 
them with memories and experiences as fresh today as they 
were then. The overwhelming feeling was that the buying 
and development of Plas Gwynant in 1957 was a far sighted 
move on the council’s part. 

“It has given generations of Sandwell young people the 
chance to explore the outdoors; get wet, get muddy, get 
mentally and physically tired; learn lessons for life; and 
help find themselves.” 

Activities included canoeing, gorge walking, abseiling 
and hill walking.

“There were tales of the original month-long courses and 
the morning routine in the freezing cold river that make the 
present day courses look like the soft option,” added Debbie. 

Mr Pat Tweedale, one of the main people involved in 
running the pilot course, gave a talk after the Saturday 
night dinner and showed a film from the original course. 
Former staff Clive Hudson and David Firth showed slides 
of courses from the 1970s and 1980s. Everyone involved got 
a certificate to celebrate their return to the centre. 

Debbie said: “It was poignant that memories from way 
back came tumbling out of people’s heads. The rolling back 
of the years unlocked by being back in that same environ¬ 
ment. All agreed their time at Plas Gwynant was life¬ 
changing and had opened up horizons and possibilities.” 

Councillor Linda Horton, Sandwell Council cabinet 
member for leisure services, added: “It’s nice that former 
students and staff have had this reunion. It reinforces the 
fact that the experiences young people have at our residen¬ 
tial centres stay with them for rest of their lives. It’s very 
important young people have this opportunity and long 
may it continue.”

Fraud woman gets 
warning of prison 


A MOTHER-OF-ONE faked a 
Wolverhampton University 
letter to open a student bank 
account and pocket more than 
£18,000, a court was told. 

Rajinder Sangha, of David 
Peacock Close, Tipton, opened the 
student account with Barclays with 
the intention of obtaining money by 
depositing supposedly valid 
cheques and then withdrawing 
cash. 

The 36-year-old has previous convic¬ 
tions for fraud offences. She was warned 
she faces jail when she is sentenced next 
month. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
Sangha used a fraudulent letter from the uni¬ 
versity to open the account in 2009. 

She then paid fake cheques into the 
account throughout that year and withdrew 
cash against the cheques, the court was told 
last Friday. 

Discovered 

At a previous hearing, the court heard that 
the offences involved Barclays branches in 
Birmingham, Kingswinford, Sutton Cold¬ 
field, Bridgnorth, Wolverhampton, Shrews¬ 
bury, Stafford and Edgware in Middlesex. 

She has admitted 12 charges of fraud by 
false representation. 

Mrs Sati Ruck, prosecuting, told the 
hearing last week that Sangha’s fraud was 
discovered in September 2009 after staff at 
one of the branches became suspicious when 
she arrived to draw money out of the account. 

Sangha, who is now a customer services 
adviser at electricity and gas supplier 
Npower, has a previous conviction for a VAT 
fraud in 1999, during which she pocketed 
£6,000. She was also prosecuted in 2002 for 
obtaining loans by using addresses she did 
not live in. 

Mr Walter Bileby, for Sangha, said she 
committed the offences because of the “terri¬ 
ble state” of her family’s finances. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz warned her she faces 
jail when she returns to be sentenced on Sep¬ 
tember 23.

THE former assistant 
manager of a Black Country 
supermarket stole £140 
from the shop by abusing its 
food voucher scheme. 

David Westwood worked 
at Farmfoods in Camp 
Street, Wednesbury, and 
would pay for low value 
items using free food vouch¬ 
ers worth high amounts, 
pocketing the difference, 
Sandwell Magistrates 
Court heard last week. 

Westwood, aged 28, who 
had worked for Farmfoods 
for more than 10 years, 
pleaded guilty to the theft 
which occurred between 
May 26 and June 6. 

Suspiciously 

Mrs Maxine Jarrousse- 
Jones, prosecuting, told the 
court: “There were five CDs 
of CCTV footage which 
showed him acting suspi¬ 
ciously at the tills.” 

The court heard the tills 
would balance at the end of 
the day because the cash 
and vouchers would add up. 
Westwood, of Kingstanding 
Road, Birmingham, bought 
goods worth less than a 
pound with a £10 voucher 
which was only meant to be 
used with a minimum spend 
of £50 - then he would 
pocket the difference. 

Mr Vaughan Whistance, 
defending, said: “He was 
living away from his family 
and was struggling to pay 
the household bills. That’s 
why he got himself into this 
very foolish situation.” 

Magistrates sentenced 
Westwood to a 12-month 
community order and told 
him to complete 160 hours 
of unpaid work and pay 
£85 costs and £140 in com¬ 
pensation. 


Charity calls on council to 
spend and save on carers 


A SANDWELL charity has called on the 
council to revise its strategy on how to fund 
carers in the district, saying the local 
authority could save itself £6 millon a year. 

CARES, based in Smethwick, has released 
research detailing proposed amendments to 
Sandwell Council’s existing strategy. 

The council is currently holding a consultation 
on its carers plan for the next three years, which 
people can comment on until October 31. Geoff 
Foster, chief executive officer at CARES, urged

the local authority to listen to the charity’s 
advice. The research, undertaken jointly by the 
Princess Royal Trust for Carers and Crossroads 
Care, centres around providing additional train¬ 
ing and support to home carers to reduce the 
amount of people going into residential care. 

“The cost of residential care is horrendous; 
we’re talking £300 to £400 a week on average,” 
Mr Foster said. “If you can put forward £5,000 


and prevent one person going into residential 
care, then overall you’ll save £15,000 - that’s how 
the maths works.” 

Mr Foster called the £6m figure “staggering” 
and said that improving information and advice 
to carers would also improve the life of people 
requiring care. 

“Nobody wants to go into residential care and 
most people would like to stay in their own 
homes,” Mr Foster added. “And becoming a carer 
is not something most people volunteer for - it 
just happens. These are dif¬ 
ficult times for local authori¬ 
ties and we recognise that 
but a lot of their proposals fly 
in the face of what is being 
said nationally. We’re hoping 
the council will take this 
very seriously especially as 
their draft strategy is about 
cutting expenditure.” 

Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for children 
and families, Councillor 
Bob Badham, encouraged 
people to read the draft 
strategy for 2011-2014. 

Resources 

“We obviously do work 
closely with carers and the 
organisations representing 
them to ensure that the 
resources available to 
support them - currently 
more than £1.5m a year - 
are used as effectively as 
possible,” 

Councillor Badham said. 
“A revised strategy has been 
developed with the active 
input of a number of organi¬ 
sations, including CARES, 
and is currently out for 
public consultation.” 

“This will shape our 
approach over the next 
three years.”

Delight as crossing 
installed on road 


A pedestrian crossing will be 
installed in Cradley Heath using 
surplus cash from a £3.5 million 
road improvement scheme. 

The news has been met with delight. 

The pelican crossing on Reddal Hill 
Road will be funded by cash left over 
from long-running works to widen the 
route, improve junctions and provide 
new on-street parking, which finished 
this month. 

Cradley Heath councillor Ann 
Shackleton had campaigned for the 
crossing near the Salvation Army 
headquarters, library and Corng- 
reaves Primary School.

“The issue first came to my atten¬ 
tion when I was told elderly people 
going to the Salvation Army were 
getting the bus to Cradley Heath and 
using the crossing there by the 
market, then getting on the bus back 
down because they were so frightened 
to cross on Reddal Hill Road.” 

Fuming 

Councillor Shackleton said the 
installation of the crossing would 
dispel rumours the scheme had fin¬ 
ished early because the council had 
run out of money. 

The roadworks finished last week 
after fuming Cradley Heath traders 
complained their businesses had been 
hit hard. They demanded Sandwell 
Council bring forward the completion 
date which had been set for Christ¬ 
mas. 

During the 10 months of roadworks, 
the owners of the landmark rock ’n’ roll 
venue The Regis Suite put it on the 
market for £900,000 after attendance 
at events dropped. 

Stephen Pitts, of TeeT Shirts on 
Reddal Hill Road, took a pay cut with 
business partner Warren John 
McCabe-Smith to avoid laying off staff 
during the scheme. 

Mr Pitts said: “While the works have 
been going on, we’ve tailored our work 
more to the internet.”

Confident 

Mr Singh, 40, who lives on West 
Bromwich High Street, added: “It’s 
been a big investment but I am confi¬ 
dent it will take off. 

“We have six bookings at the 
moment including a charity show and 
a wedding among other conferences, 
and I’m sure that will be just the first 


step to bigger things.” 

The development won temporary 
permission for three years from 
Sandwell Council planners despite 
the area being designated for housing 
in Smethwick regeneration plans. 

Bosses at Smethwick Enterprise 
Centre, also on Rolfe Street, objected 
to the plans. 

Christine Phillips, the case officer, 
said although the development was a 
departure from policy it should be 
allowed as there were no residential 
plans afoot at the time. 

She added: “On balance there, I con¬ 
cluded that it would be unreasonable 
to recommend refusal and that a tem¬ 
porary consent would be appropriate 
given aspirations for Smethwick.”

A£1.6 MILLION Hindu temple in West Bromwich 
remains unfinished - a year after it was officially 
opened by former Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband. The Shree Krishna Temple is now being 
used but work on the entire site should have been 
completed last August.

Meeting Street complain 
the area around it continues 
to look like a building site. 

Paving is yet to be laid, 
tools and building materials 
lie strewn on the floor and 
metal fencing is still up. 

Among those frustrated 
by the unfinished project is 
grandfather-of-three Reg 
Stocking. 

He said: “No-one knows 
what is going on with it. 

“Being unfinished, it’s a 
bit of an eyesore for resi¬ 
dents living opposite. 

“They put the gates on it 
recently but before that 
they had no workers on the 
site.”

Another Old Meeting 
Street resident, 76-year-old 
great, grandmother-of-four 
Rita Crawford, said: “I have 
not seen anyone working on 
that site for weeks.” 

Derek Mainwood, also of 
Old Meeting Street, added: 
“I think they should push on 
now and get it done.” 

Temple president Chandi 
Patel has previously said a 
decision to use granite stone 
from India rather than 
block paving had held the 
project up by two months. 

But even with this taken 
into account, it was hoped 
work would be finished 
before the end of October. 

Pushpa Patel, who sits on 
the temple’s management 
committee, said she was not 
sure what the delay was. 

“I have no idea why it has 
taken this long, perhaps we 
have run out of money,” she 
said.

Singer endorsed by Robert Plant 


Scott Matthews 
- What The Night Delivers 

WOLVERHAMPTON troubadour Scott 
Matthews returns with his third solo 
effort, with a little help from some of his 
friends. 

Robert Plant guests on the excellent 
Elsewhere, while opener Myself Again 
continually haunts for ts entire five 
minutes 15 seconds. 

Head First Into Paradise is another 
wonderful ballad and highlights just how 
good Matthews’ voice is, while The Man 
Who Had Everything firmly places Scott 
as one of Britain’s best writers around. 
Matthews debuts his piano playing skills 
on closer Piano Song, but there is one 
instrument that rings clear throughout - 
his stunning voice. 

Baxter Dury - Happy Soup 

Son of Ian Dury, lead singer of the 
Blockheads, Baxter returns after six 
years with his stunning third solo album. 

Bleak, almost-spoken lyrics echo his 
father with scary similarity. Isabel is won¬ 
derfully witty, as is singing about wasting 
a bus fare on current single Claire. 

As the album wears on, the more com¬ 
fortable it sounds. After two or three 
listens it already feels part of the musical 
landscape, as if it has been around 
forever. Afternoon and Happy Soup mix 
simple guitars with stark, clever lyrics. 

The charm and warmth of this album is 
hard to resist and it takes its full toll on 
The Sun, while closing track Trophies 
makes you want to press play and enjoy 
all over again. 

Charlie Simpson - Young Pilgrim 

Possibly the biggest surprise package 
with one of this year’s best albums so far 
is the ex-Busted and current Fightstar 
singer’s first solo effort, a wonderful 
attempt at acoustic rock-tinted folk. 

Immediate comparisons to Bon Iver on 
Down Down Down and Hold On can only 
be good, while latest single Parachutes 
sees the tempo raised. 

Sundown and the fantastic Farmer and 
His Gun end the album and see Simpson 
finally grow up from singer to a classic 
songwriter. 

Don’t be put off by the name, Charlie 
Simpson is a transformed musician. For 
good.

Various Artists - 
Songs To Save A Life 

This collection of covers from artists, 
some well known, others not so, was put 
together to raise money for the good 
work done by the Samaritans. 10CC, KT 
Tunstall and Sophie Ellis-Bextor all 
feature with the latter’s cover of Arcade 
Fire’s Rebellion (Lies) being the surprise 
package. James Morrison opens with 
David Bowie’s Changes, while Lucie 
Silvas’ version of Lean On Me, and Ed 
Harcourt’s Be Not So Fearful ensure there 
is plenty of emotion on the album. 

Other Lives - Tamer Animals 

The influx of American folk bands 
shows no signs of abating. Chilling 
vocals and lilting tunes are the order of 


the day, the title track’s piano providing 
an eerie setting for some wonderful lyrics. 
The band threatens to drift off into obscu¬ 
rity during the middle of the album, with 
no bite on Dust Bowl III or Old Statues 
compared with the earlier tracks. Luckily, 
the band arise for one last hurrah before 
the album finishes, in the form of the fan¬ 
tastically emotive Desert. 

Airship - Stuck In This Ocean 

Don’t be fooled by the mellow intro to 
this album, it’s full of stadium-filling riffs 
and anthemic choruses. There are 
echoes of Starsailor in opener Algebra 
and Arcade Fire in Gold Watches. Spirit 
Party has shouted backing vocals which 
again echo Arcade Fire but this time the 
volume level is cranked up. The stand out 
track on this album is the eight-minute 
epic, The Trial Of Mr Riddle. Building up 
to a cacophony of grinding guitars and 
thumping drums, along with an epic riff, it 
leaves the final five songs of the album 
cowering under its shadow.

I have never really rated soul singer Jill 
Scott in the same league as Mary J Blige 
or even, for that matter, as Amy Wine- 
house.

Neil Young &*The International 
Harvesters - A Treasure 

From Young’s eclectic 1980s period, 
where he tried vocoders, rockabilly and 
country music. These are live tracks 
dating from the country period and very 
good they are too, including a tribute to 


newly-born daughter Amber Jean and 
the epic Grey Riders. 

Hard-Fi - Killer Sounds 

The dance-rock outfit from Staines 
were vital when they first emerged with 
2005’s Stars Of CCTV which, with hind¬ 
sight, seemed to predict the messed-up 
hard-up post-credit crunch UK of today. 
But the follow up album was a disap¬ 
pointment. 

On initial listens I can’t see number 
three, Killer Sounds reversing the 
process. It doesn’t quite hit the right retro 
buttons and l«wonder if their former audi¬ 
ence would now rather listen to Plan B or 
Chase &<5tatus. 

Biffy Clyro - Revolutions: 

Live At Wembley 

Biffy Clyro are one of those rock bands 
who fly under the radar. You are vaguely 
aware of the name, they support 
someone you have heard of and, before 
you know it, they are headlining Wembley 
in their own right. The double set featur¬ 
ing 19-track live CD and a DVD of the gig 
is good value. Listening to it I realised the 
band I had written off as Scottish Foo 
Fighters wanna-bes are actually a formi¬ 
dable, intelligent and hugely popular 
band who deserve their success because 
it comes from satisfying the fans rather 
than hype and TV exposure.

Released in the early spring, Pokemon White Version 
and Black Version (both 3) have been hanging around at 
the top of the DS chart ever since. 

A fresh batch of ‘pocket monsters’ means that collec¬ 
tors will be in poke-paradise with more than 150 new 
Pokemon to capture, bringing the total tally up to 649. 

The graphics have been upgraded, there is a dynamic 
new world to explore and new areas to unlock with plenty 
of opportunities to engage in monster battle. 

The essential characteristic of both games (which each 
have a different batch of Pokemon) remains the ability to 
trade, battle and play with other Pokemon owners via 
infrared connectivity and by going online. 

Pokemon designer and composer Junichi Masuda has 
done a good job of blending traditional Pokemon appeal 
with fresh elements in both varieties of the new Pokemon.

Ingenious puzzles will satisfy the cerebral gamer whilst 
they enjoy the cartoon style and retro feel of a game that, 
on first encounter, looks like an old school 2D side¬ 
scrolling shooter as you guide a flying saucer through 
caverns. 

Meanwhile, virtual pinball fans are recommended to 
check out Williams Pinball Classics in which 13 classic 
tables from the American Williams company are lovingly 
recreated in video game form. 

The physics work brilliantly with smooth ball movement 
and you can pan and zoom around the tables in your own 
arcade. However, you can only play the top table once 
you’ve proved your ability on the others. 

It’s very addictive, particularly for anyone who has ever 
hankered after their own coin-op pinball table, and all 
those buzzers and bells are likely to coax a wave of nos¬ 
talgia from older gamers. 

Tables themed on hit movie themes are missing, prob¬ 
ably due to licensing issues, but there is a good selection 
available, including Funhouse, Space Shuttle, Sorcerer 
and No Good Gofers. Now there’s no need for an endless 
supply of coins before you become a pinball wizard.

Enjoy a good read but 
without turning a page 


T HE RISE of the MP3 player, 
in-car entertainment and fast 
downloads has boosted 
sales of audiobooks, which are 
perfect for commutes or long 
holiday drives, or to have on whilst 
relaxing. 

One of the best sites is AudioGO 
which, being the former BBC audiobook 
site, has a wealth of material to draw 
upon, vintage and recent radio plays 
and series plus lots of specially created 
titles. Some of the recordings are avail¬ 
able on CD, some as downloads and 
some in both formats. 

For instant gratification, the site’s 
download service is quick and easy to 
use and the download favourites include 
classics by Jane Austen, Agatha 
Christie whodunnits and thrillers by 
such as John Grisham. 

My personal favourites among the top 
downloads include Martin Jarvis’ bril¬ 
liant readings of Richmal Crompton’s 
gently hilarious Just William stories; the 
1968 full cast dramatisation of JRR 
Tolkien’s The Hobbit, and some excel¬ 
lent versions of The Wind in the Willows. 
The tales of Ratty, Mole, Toad and co are 
on atwo-CD or download version of the 
two hour and 20 minute dramatisation 
narrated by Alan Bennett. An indication 
of the breadth of choice available is that 
you could instead opt forthe unabridged 
six hour reading of Kenneth Grahame’s 
children’s classic by Michael Hordern, or 
the two and a half hour abridged version 
read by Bernard Cribbins, that was aired 
for the first time only last year. All the ver¬ 
sions are excellent. 

Radio comedy is a rich vein mined by 
AudioGO. It begins with vintage humour 
from such as The Goons, the anarchic 
and seminal comedy created by Spike 
Milligan with Peter Sellers, Harry 
Secombe and Michael Bentine. Further 
insights into the mind of Milligan can be 
drawn from the ‘audio portrait’ Remem¬ 
bering Spike Milligan. And comedy gets 
right up-to-date with comedians such 
as ranting Welsh comic Rhod Gilbert 
with his Bulging Barrel of Laughs featur¬ 
ing Greg Davies and such guests as 
Milton Jones and Shappi Khorsandi. 

The comedy panel game reigns 
supreme. There are several collections 


of I’m Sorry I Haven’t A Clue, including 
those featuring the late chairman, 
master of innuendo Humphrey Lyttelton, 
and getting up-to-date on ISIHAC 13 
with new chairman Jack Dee. Warning, 
at some point Jeremy Hardy may sing. 
There are also round-ups of Just A 
Minute, hosted by Nicholas Parsons. 
This challenge to talk on a topic wittily 
without repetition, hesitation or devia¬ 
tion reached its 60th series this year. It is 
still the place where Paul Merton is at his 
most creative with his surreal humour. 

The audiobook is also a good medium 
to have your brain stretched a little, par¬ 
ticularly by Stephen Fry on his celebra¬ 
tion of the joy of text, Fry’s English 
Delight, which manages to be both 
funny and educational about the use of 
the English language. Marcus Du 
Sautoy, who has recently bern teaching 
us on TV to decode the language of 
numbers in The Code, first broached the 
subject in his masterful ten part Radio 4 
series A Brief History of Mathematics, 
which he wrote and presents. It is a lot 
more interesting than perhaps it sounds. 

History 

Several significant histories are 
included in AudioGO’s arsenal. The best 
of these include A History of the World in 
100 Objects, created with The British 
Museum. Listen to this before a trip to 
the great museum in London’s Blooms¬ 
bury and it will bring many of the exhibits 
to life. Written and presented by Neil 
MacGregor, this landmark series has 
been turned into a 25-CD boxed set 
lasting for 20 hours and includes PDF 
images of the featured objects on the 
discs, plus an illustrated booklet. Also 
out now are both parts of Martin Six- 
smith’s recent rollercoaster ride through 
Russian history, Russia: The Wild East, 
and Nick Robinson’s political study The 
Prime Ministers. 

Sherlock Holmes is well-represented 
with Conan Doyle’s Great Detective fea¬ 
turing in around 100 recordings, with 
such as Clive Merrison and Cartlon 
Hobbs putting on the deerstalker hat 
and cape. There are new Holmes stories 
from John Taylor, read by the modern- 
day Holmes, Benedict Cumberbatch. 

All the Shakespeare plays are avail¬ 
able, including As You Like It with Helena 



Bonham-Carter as Rosalind and David 
Morrissey as Orlando, and Lenny 
Henry’s dramatic transformation as 
Othello. 

Those inspired by the final Harry 
Potter movie to start the saga all over 
again can do so with Stephen Fry’s 
unabridged readings of all seven of JK 
Rowling’s books about the boy wizard. 
Prices range from around £20 to £60 as 
each tome gets lengthier and occupies 
more CDs. 

There is one all-conquering character 
championed by AudioGO, that’s Doctor 
Who. The Timelord features in dozens of 
recordings, including new adventures 
featuring the fourth Doctor Tom Baker, 
or journey through time and space with 
recent Doctors David Tennant and Matt 
Smith in stories read by Smith, David 
Troughton, Nicholas Briggs, ‘Doctor’s 
Daughter’ Georgia Moffatt or, less enjoy- 
ably, by Claire Corbett who plays current 
Doctor’s assistant Amy. One of the 
recent Who releases, The Coming of the 
Terraphiles, is an epic written by veteran 
science fiction author Michael Moor¬ 
cock involving space pirates and an 
intergalactic Olympics-like tournament 
based on ancient Earth sports which, of 
course, the 11 th Doctor has to enter. It is 
read by Clive Mantle and lasts a whop¬ 
ping ten hours and, 50 minutes, plenty of 
time to get to Cornwall and back or if 
you’ve got a Tardis, from one side of the 
universe to the other. 

Many of the titles are available from 
the website at bargain prices. To find out 
more about what’s on offer at AudiGo go 
to www.bbcaudiogo.co.uk.

Mad mix of farce 
which fizzles out 


No surrender - Alan Bleasdale 

Almost 30 years ago Liverpudlian playwright Alan 
Bleasdale made his name with the seminal Boys From 
the Blackstuff which was a follow-up mini-series to his 
original drama Blackstuff. 

He was responsible for irritating the then Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher and showing a gritty and despairing view 
of life in his home city as it tried to struggle with recession, 
poverty and social breakdown. 

Three years later he reunited quite a few of the cast for a 
full length film which had all the ingredients for an explosive 
farce. Sadly, No Surrender smoulders for too long and then 
fizzles out like a damp squib. 

The film has a sterling British cast which includes not only 
Michael Angelis, who many will know as the voice of Thomas 
the Tank Engine; Bernard Hill who was known to millions in 
the 80s as Yozzer “gizzajob” Hughes and more recently as 
King Theoden in the epic Lord of the Rings, but also boasts 
James Ellis, Joanne Whalley, Ray MacNally and Michael 
Ripper. 

Nefarious 

Angelis is the new manager at a dive of a nightclub, The 
Charleston, in an obviously run down area of Liverpool which 
is a front for the local crime boss to carry out his nefarious 
activities. 

Unbeknown to Angelis, heading towards the club to cele¬ 
brate New Year’s Eve, is a wanted and ageing IRA terrorist 
running from the law who is using the threat of violence to get 
help from a former comrade. 

Add to this two parties of troublesome pensioners from the 
opposite ends of the religious spectrum - one lot from a 
catholic social club, the other all staunch Protestants; a 
totally inappropriate punk band; a lousy magician, played 
strangely enough by Elvis Costello and a dreadfully unfunny 
comedian, all of which have been organised by the previous 
boss of the club in some twisted act of revenge. 

What follows is a series of pseudo-sketches which try to 
showcase the legendary wit of the Scouser in the face of 
adversity but unfortunately even back then, when they were 
trying to be cutting edge, most of the jokes were as tired 
sounding as the cast. 

Realism 

This is a film which doesn’t know what it is, what it wants 
to do or what it wants to say as it heads towards its tragi¬ 
comic conclusion. 

It has Bleasdale’s realism but it lacks his grittiness and 
humour gleaned from ridiculous and difficult situations and 
instead tries to force the pathos on the viewer much like the 




poor comedian who has been booked. 

Bleasdale’s reflections on society are there and there are 
subtexts of how the elderly and infirm are treated; the decay 
of modern society and old values; religious divisiveness and 
social prejudices among others, none of which are fully 
explored or committed to by either the actors or the script. 

What you have is really a mess of a film which promises 
much but delivers little. 

Like all of Bleasdale’s work it is a snapshot of the times 
which inspired it however, like most Polaroids the sharpness 
began to fade straightaway.

IN a sport of fine 
margins, half a wheel 
may just have turned 
round Dudley’s season.

His sister Anita 
Collinson, 68, of Trinity Road South, West 
Bromwich, said: “He started a team when he was 
about 16 called West Bromwich Athletic. 

“He also used to run the White S wan team on 
a Sunday from the pub in Bromford Lane.” 

Services 

Mr Dell was chairman of the West Bromwich 
Sunday League for 50 years, and council 
member of the Birmingham County Football 
Association for 30 years. In recognition of his 


services to amateur football, the Fred Dell 
Stadium in Ray Hall Lane, Great Barr, was 
named in his honour. 

The former plumber who also worked for Pru¬ 
dential insurance and was a sales manager at 
Walsall-based Combat Engineering, was 
married to Jean, who died in 1985. He lived in 
Blakedon Road, Wednesbury, and leaves two 
children, Kerry 33 and Nick, 29, and three-year- 
old grandson Kai. 

His funeral will be at West Bromwich Crema¬ 
torium, Newton Road, at 11.30am.

Damage has also been repaired in the club 
shop and lounge area. The lockers are 
expected to be fitted later this week. 

Mr Rogers said the fire had cost the club 
about £300,000. 

“The business side of the club - the func¬ 
tions we have been unable to put on while 
work was taking place, the bar takings - 
when you add all that together, the fire hit 
us really hard,” he said. 

“It has cost us £300,000 - and the rebuild 
has been about two-thirds of that. 

“But now we can look to the future.” 

Mr Rogers said membership had 
remained at about the same level at the 
club despite the trauma of the previous 12 
months. ‘You always run the risk of losing 
your members when something like this 
happens but ours have stuck by us and now 
hopefully the new facilities will help us to 
attract more people,” he said. 

Members had to use portable buildings to 
get changed after the arson attack.

We can rebuild our reputation, says new chief of fraud-hit club

A football club which was left reeling 
after its chairman was jailed for fraud is 
hoping for a fresh start after appointing a 
new figurehead. 

Former Tipton Town FC chief Bill 
Williams was sent to prison for five-and-a- 
half years in the summer after he admitted 
stealing more than £276,000 in life insur¬ 
ance and pension policies from the estate of 
a murdered man. 

Now the club have announced the 
appointment of club stalwart John Cross as 
its new chairman. He said the first job was 
to rebuild the community’s trust in the club. 


The 67-year-old, from Gospel Oak in 
Tipton, said: “Bill Williams took us all in. 
He could have been the best actor in Holly¬ 
wood. We believed the money he was 
putting into the club was from his own busi¬ 
ness interests. “Now we just have to strive 
to put the negative publicity around his 
illegal activities behind us and rebuild the 
good name of the club.” 

Williams, aged 59, was convicted of steal¬ 
ing cash owed to the two-year-old daughter 
of 29-year-old company director Andrew 
Diack, who was stabbed to death in 2009. 

The fraudster spent the cash on luxury 


family holidays to America, season tickets 
at Aston Villa FC and lavish family parties. 
Thousands was also ploughed into Tipton 
Town as well as clearing debts. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz said Williams, of 
West Bromwich, “preyed on the vulnera¬ 
ble” for his own gain, telling him: ‘You com¬ 
mitted crime after crime to line your own 
pockets.” 

Mr Cross said with the hard work of club 
stalwarts such as Keith Birch, Ann Wheale 
and treasurer Christine Myatt, he was 
hopeful the club can rebuild its reputation. 

He said: “Several players have moved on 


since last season but our new manager 
Craig Harris has signed a worthy group of 
young players and we are confident the club 
can rebuild its reputation and become a 
force again.” 

The team play in the Baker-Joiner 
Midland Football Alliance and last year 
made Round 1 of the FA Cup for the first 
time, losing 6-0 to Football League side 
Carlisle. 

Mr Cross said: “Despite everything that 
has gone before, it is all about the football 
and by concentrating on that we can begin 
to move forwards.”

Just a year earlier Roberto Di 
Matteo’s Albion had been swept 
aside by Chelsea — a defeat born of 
brittle naivety. 

On Saturday the Italian, back 
in football as the Blues’ assistant 
boss, had a ringside seat to see 
just how his successor has honed 
the side he did so much to create. 


From the moment Long picked 
the pocket of the hapless Alex and 
burst clear to score, Di Matteo’s 
former side had his current one 
wobbling. The national spotlight 
was on the struggles of the hosts 
as new boss Andre Villas-Boas 
endured a difficult first home 
game at the helm. 

But his side were only as good as 
they were allowed to be by an 
Albion side who, for the opening 
35 minutes, outplayed the big 
spenders fair and square.

Had Long produced a better 
cross for Somen Tchoyi after being 
sent clear by Chris Brunt’s 
sublime pass on 25 minutes, their 
side would have led 2-0. 

The cross was delivered badly, 
however, and that let-off seemed 
to galvanise the Blues, who were 
only denied a pre-interval 
equaliser when Ben Foster pro¬ 
duced a fine flying save from an 
Ashley Cole piledriver. 

Chelsea were level eight 
minutes after the break when 
Nicky Shorey squandered posses¬ 
sion. Play was waved on despite 
an apparent dive by Frank 


Lampard and Nicolas Anelka 
defeated Foster with the aid of a 
deflection off Jonas Olsson. 

From that point there was a 
siege on the Baggies goal that was 
only broken briefly when Long set 
up Tchoyi for a brilliant shot that 
drew an even better save from 
stand-in keeper Hilario. 

And, within sight of the finish 
line, Jose Bosingwa outwitted 
Shorey and James Morrison and 
crossed for Florent Malouda’s 
heartbreaking winner. 

Had substitute Odemwingie 
celebrated his new contract with a 
crisper shot from Steven Reid’s 
cross on 88 minutes, Albion would 
have claimed a draw and Chelsea 
could have had no complaints. 

But he fired straight at Hilario 
and Chelsea, as so often, found a 
way to win. 

For Albion the final whistle 
brought a mixture of pride and 
frustration. But they know the 
most important tests come now.
